Joe Grimes, a well-known citizen 
of Hardin County, near Stephens- 
burg, told a Commercial reporter that 
he had on his place a common hen 
which was twelve years old, and that 
she had laid an egg every day, except 
about two months of each year since 
her first year, and that during those 
two months she had raised an average 
of twenty-five chickens }>er annum. 

She fiings as cheerfully now, and 
cackles as loudly while at her work, 
as she did eleven years ago, when she 
first began the tiischargo of her im- 
portant duties. 

The Commercial reduces its praise

It is the singular rapidity with 
which a French lad, nineteen years of 
age, has grown. The following is a 
condensed narrative of tho extraordi- 
nary fact : 

The lad, whose home is in the 
Haute Gaone, wjis brought to Paris by 
a physician, as a medical curiosity. 
He was then six feet throe inches tall, 
and it was supposed that he had at- 
tained unto his full growth. 

But in May, 1881, it was found 
that he had taken a fresh start, and 
added an inch to his stature. Every 
week his height was registered. On 
the 14th of Se]\tember of the same 
year, this huniari beanstalk had gain- 
ed five inches more. 

Another live inches were added by 
January ^n)th, 1883, and seven more by 
Marcit ir>th, when he measured seven 
feet ten inches. 

For over a year his j^rowtli luvs been 
contined to his lower limbs and feet, 
and the latter now ineasu ret twenty- 
four inches. Such rapid growth is 
necessarily accompanietl with great 
pain, ami he stoops considerably, as if 
unable to support himself.

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Tkeke are in every corn ran nity of 
deaf-mutes, particularly in large cities 
where a confiiderable riumV>er make 
their abode, a certain class who are 
prone to judge othern by their own 
insignificant standard and disparage 
those who have won distinction at 
some particular calling, or demon- 
strate a superioritj in intellectual ca- 
pacity. If a mute, hitherto in ob- 
scurity, by patient and perftevcring 
effVirt, rises to the surface of public 
notice by some deed of his own which 
commands that atttintion nearly al- 
ways accorded to genuine merit, he is 
not given credit for his achievements. 
The success acquired by long years 
of toil and thought and effort is not 
c(;r ' 1 to be even his due. His 
in ;^; is deemed insufficient to 

haye accomplished this thing or that 
thing. The circumstances by which 
he is generally known are in striking 
contrast, therefore he cannot possibly 
have accomplished so much. His 
conversation in public, to be sure, 
conveys the impression that h© is 
intelligent, but not learned ; when in 
reality the intellect of the persons to 
whom his remarks may be addressed 
is so limited that they ere unable 
to comprehend the wisdom and sound^ 
practical common sense with which 
they are being addressed, consequent- 
ly, in their overweening ideas of self- 
importance they are preeminent.

** Davis Discharged," was a heading 
in Thursday morning's Journal : 

** Charles Davis, the mute, who has 
been confined to the county jail since 
last November, was released on a 
writ of hifhras corpus issued by his 
father and allowed by Judge Wylie. 
Davis is a fourteen year-old mute, who 
was arrested by Officers Wilcox and 
Heyl on a charge* of arson, and indict- 
ed for thot crime at the Ootober sit 
ting of th(f grand jury. On October 
27th, 1HH2, the recommendation of 
that body was filed with the clerk, 
wfierein they advised his confintMnent 
in t lie Reform Farm at Lancaster, and 
on November 3d, Judgf* Wylie issued 
the onler for his removal. Eight 
days later, Sheriff Heinmillor took the 
ycmth to the Reform Farm, but the 
authorities of that institution n^fused 
to acce|>t him, saying that nothing 
could be done with him from the fact 
that both verbal and written commu 
ni cat ions were impossible. 

" Accordingly, he was brought back 
and confinecl in jail, where he has 
since remained. There is no question 
but wlnit his surroundings in the jail 
were of a degrading and immoral 
eharact<T, but whether this fact was 
sufficient to warrant his acquittal, is a 
matter of doubt. Tlie young man 
has a mania for burning buildings, and 
has already signified his intention to 
get revenge on Oiflcers Wilcox and 
Heyl, by burning their <Iwollings. If 



such be the fact, his discharge is a 
matter of considerable importance."

He 
wrote what ho saw at the Institution 
for thty (h»af and dumb, which may in-

^* We visited the Taubstummen In 
stitut (institution for the deaf and 
dumb), of which the celebrated Dr. 
Freibol is director. We were receiv- 
ed by him most cordially, and ho gave 
us much information in regard to 
their manner of teaching the deaf and 
dumb. It is a State institution, and 
they do not teach by signs at all, but 
they first teach the children to sfu'iik. 
The d()?.tor claims that every deaf and 
dumb person can be taught to speak 
unless the person bo an idiot. 
There are about 100 pupils here, and 
all, when reciting lessons, are obliged 
to stand with their hands behind them, 
and from what we saw it was a sue 
cess, whicli ought to revolutioni/.e our 
way of teaching by signs. We asktul 
questions of the pupils and they re- 
sponded, speaking at once. Tlie doc- 
tor is enthusiastic over the system, and 
has no doubt that all can be tauglit to 
speak. When the pupils return after 
several years* absence, they speak bet- 
ter than wlien they left the institu 
tion. He thiidcs that all new j)Upils 
entering in any of our deaf and *lumb 
institutii)ns should be put under a 
good teacher who untlerstanils the 
system, and that gradually the Bign- 
languago slumld be given uj). In this 
institution, there is also a normal 
clasp, and I had a conversation with 
an intelligent young (German, who is 
to graduate Ih^'o in September, about 
coming to America and teaching in 
our Institution. We havt^ done some 
thing at ours in Columbus, but not 
thorougli enough, and only a small 
[H^- cent, seem to be benefited by the 
instruction they receive. Every deaf 
and dumb person, I think, would be 
glad to speak, and if they can be 
tauglit to do so, they can much better 
mingle with speaking people, learn 
tra(h'H, etc."

Jerome Bonaparte. 



Jerome Bonaparte, the youngest 
brother of Napoleon I., was born in 
1784, and died in 1860. He entered 
the Consular Ciiard in 1800 as a pri- 
vate soldier, but was shifted into the 
French navy towards the close of the 
same year, and sent to America, 
While on tlic American station. Mid- 
shipman Bonaparte fell in love with 
Elizabeth Patterson (commonly called 
Betsy,) the daughter of William Pat- 
terson, a merchant of Baltimore. Miss 
Patterson was a very ambitious young 
ladv, and it is probable that ambition 
had more to do with her marriage 
witii Jerome than love. Jfer father was 
oj)|)Osed to the match, and so was the 
l^rcnch conHul-generul, who, in JACt- 
ing under instructions from Napoleon, 
declared that according to the French 
law the marriage of a I$onaparte 
without; the consent of Najmleon 
would not be valid, and NajKjIcon 
would not consent to it. The lovers 
broke off the engagement once or 
twice, but renewed it, and at last 
were married December 24th, 1803. 
Mr. Patterson determined to make 
the lies£ of a bad bargain, and sent 
his son Robert to Paris to endeavor 
to reconcile the Bonapartes to the 
match. Kobert first met Lucien 
Bonaparte, who told him that the 
family, with the exception of Napole- 
on, approved of the marriage, but as 
Napoleon would never consent, the 
best thing that Jerome could do 
would be to remain in America and 
become a citizen of the United States, 
Jerome and his wife did not relish 
Lucien's advice. Soon after the Em- 
pire was declared, and Jerome deter- 
mined to return to France with his 
wife, and endeaver to soften Napo- 
leons feelings in regard to him. Na- 
poleon ha^l refused to send him any 
money, so it was high time to do 
something, Jerome endeavored several 
times to reacli France in French Men- 
of-War, birt was driven back by 
Englisli ves.sels which were on tlie 
watch for him. At iast, in 1805, 
he and his wife embarked on an 
American ship, and, eluding the 
vijrilarice of the F^nglish Men-of-War, 
HI '1 in reaching Lisbon. That 

c. n the hands of the French, 

wiio, uclirjg under orders of Napoleon, 
refused to allow Jerome's wife to land. 
.Jerome hurried to Milan to j 
NajKjleon to recogrnze his m v. > 
but the Emperor purHua^Jed Jerome u> 
give up his wife, whom he liad parted 



Duchy of Smalkalden and a pension 
to allow ** Bo " to go to sec him once 
a month. Madam Bonaparte refused, 
for Westphilia, she said, was not large 
enough for two queens. "Bo'^was 
rather a favorite with the Bonapartes; 
and at one time they planned a mar- 
riage l>etween him and his cousin, 
a daughter of Joseph Bonaparte, 
Ex-King of Spain, but the plan fell 
through, and '* Bo" married a Balti- 
more lady, much to his motiier's wrath. 
She nearly went out of her mind 
about it. She said she herself 
*' would have preferred Botany Bay 
to any man in America, and the de- 
plorable condition of being the wife 
of an Ameriqan citizen." She want- 
ed her son to marry an F^uropean 
lafjy. *' Bo " died before his mother, 
and so the latter left her estate, which 
was large, equally divided between 
her grandsons Jerome and Charles 
Bonaparte, the former of whom was a 
colonel in the French army. Both 
married American ladies. 

Jerome Bonaparte, King of West- 
philia, was the very obedient servant 
of Napoleon, while the empire lasted. 
When Napoleon fell, Jerome lost his 
kingdom, and was sent wandering 
from place to place pretty nearly all 
over Europe, He never did much to 
distinguish himself. The Baltimore 
Bonapartes, as tlie American branch 
of (hat family is called, never renounc- 
ed their claim to be considered legiti- 
mate, although the French courts 
declared Jerome's marriage illegal, 
and Mowlam Jerome got a divorce in 
the American courts, and at one time 
Napoleon III, thought of having a 
law passed, ranking them among the 
heirs of the Imperial throne. It 
would be singular if an American 
citizen shoald become F^mperor of 
France, but I believe the Baltimore 
Bonapartes have never renounced thtt 
hope.

In the old d«»y8, before the advent 
of steam fire-engines, when muscle 
manned the brakes, there used to be 
fierce strugf(les between rival fire 
companies to see which cotild " wash" 
the other engine. A fire was then 
** fought" by extending a line of 
engines from the wat(^r to the burn- 
ing building. The nearest engine to 
the source from which the water wjis 
obtained pumped water to the one in 
front, which in turn supplied the 
third, and so on, till the one at the 
fire end of the line was reached, and 
it played ujioa the flames. As 
as the engine reached the fire, the 
foreman nailed the next company 
that arrived with, ** Will you take 
our water ?" A refusal vvas equiva- 
lent to showing the white feather. 

The engine wjis '' washed" when 
its rival supplied it with so much 
more water than it eould pum[> out 
as to overflow its box. As the en- 
gines were nearly all of the same size 
and pattern, the victory would belong 
to the company that applied the 
most muscle anrl gave the quickest 
strokes to 't brakes. 

The excituig on test began with 
the first stroke of the alarm bell, for 
each com{)any was anibitious to Ijc 
the first arrival at a fire. The fol- 
lowing description, condeiiHed from 
the *' experiences" of several old fire- 
men, shows how zealously the '* vol- 
urUeers" worked to save property. 

A fire breaks out. The bells 
sound the alarm. ^Fhc first member 
who reaches the engine-house throws 
open the doors, Kicks away the 
chocks and rolls out the en<(ine. A 
dozen members rush up, Keize the 
drag-ro{»e and away the ** machine'' 
goes. 

*SStart her lively, boys I" shouts 
the foreman, runnirig ahead. ** Let 
out more rope !" is the cry, as fresh 
members lay hold. ** Full steady!" 
cry the men, as they bend to their 
work. 

A rival machine is heard rumbling 
a square or two behind. ** Now 
jump her, men !" yells the foreman, 
through his trumpet ; ** jump lu^r 
lively ! Every man of vou lay down 
to his work I Pull, boys ! pull to- 
gether ! pull heavy !" 

Down the streets rush the engines, 
followed by crowds of cheering boys.

Persons who have consumption oi- 
are threatened with it, may learn 
something to their advantage from 
the following facts, which were gath- 
ered by a piiysiciau, who sent out a 
circular to his fellow-practitioners, 
asking them various rjue^tions as to 
their exf»erience with the disease, 

Hie f|uestions related to the nge, 
sex and general structure of the j)a- 
tients, and to their ancestry, general 
liahits, etc. About two humlred and 
fifty physicians answered, and the 
doctor made u[> from these two hun- 
dred and fifty cases a concise rei»ort 
of much practical value. 

The average age of the patients 
wiis twenty-seven years ; forty-six per 
cent, were males and fifty-four per 
cent, females; only twenfey-eight per 
cent, were married. 

The circumference of tlic chest was 
in every case much below the average 
of vigonnis persons of the Hamo 
height, being only thirty-one and one 
half inches; the average height heing 
(i%e feet and one-half inches. PersonK 
of such stature should have a cheet 
circumference of about thirty-seven 
inches. 

About fifty-five per cent, had light 
blue eyes and light hair, and the ner- 
vous temperament larg(»ly prevailed. 
Two- thirds of the patents had b(*en 
engaged in indoor, sedentary occupa- 
tion, and spent hut little time in the 
o[>en air. 

* Much tho greater part of them slept 
iti small, u riven I i fated bedrooms, two 
in a bt^l, had not usually worn llan- 
nels next th<; skin, noi* usod habitually 
any foirn of bath, and nc^arly all had 
been small or very moderate eajei's, 
and used but very little fatty food ex- 
cept butter. 

The general habits of nearly all had 
been good, and but very few had usi^l 
alcrdiolic spirits to excess. In only 
thirty-six per cent, of the cases had 
anccHtors died of the disease, while 
nearly three-fourths had resided in a 
locality favoring a humid, cool at- 
mosphere.
